REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims were previously rejected based upon obviousness-type double 
patenting. Applicant has amended the claim scope such that the instantly claimed 
subject matter of 1 1/887268 is 1 1/885832 (now patent 7,666,868) patentably distinct. 
Accordingly, the ODP rejections are withdrawn. 

Claims 1-7, 12 and 14 were rejected for not being enabled for the entirety of the 
claim scope. Applicant argues that Miller et al. supports the enablement of the scope of 
the claims because it shows how a wide range of structures function as inhibitors of 
HDAC enzymes. The examiner finds applicant's argument persuasive and the 
enablement rejection is withdrawn. 

The previously withdrawn subject matter is hereby rejoined and allowed because 
the remaining grounds of rejection have been overcome. 

The closest prior art was that of Mai et al. (J. Med. Chem. 2004, v. 47, 1098- 
1 109) which differed from the instant claims by at least the sulfonyl group attached to 
the pyrrole.
